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SELECTMEN REFUSE 
TO CONTINUE 


URBAN RENEWAL 


The Board of Selectmen, Tues- 
day night, refused to continue 
the Urban Renewal Project for 
Wilmington Square, 

After hearing members of the 
Wilmington Housing Author ity 
offer to turn Urban Renewal 
over to a Redevelopment Au- 
thority the Selectmen, at Upm 
went into executive session, 
and only two voted in favor of 
the $1,100,600 Urban Renewal 
project, 

Selectmen De Felice and 
Brooks voted in favor of turn- 
ing the project over to @ Re- 
development Authority. Sel- 
ectmen Kidder and Drew voted 
against, and Selectman Black 
abstained from voting. 

A majority of the vote of the! 
Selectmen was needed, in order 
to continue Urban Renewal, as 
@ condition of the WHA vote, 
and as a condition of the Hou- 
sing & Home Finance Agency in 
New York, at least four Sel- 
ectmen had to vote in favor of 
continuing the project. 

The only alternative was to 
discontinue the project, and 
the decision had to be made by 
November 1, by HHFA ruling. 
Four members of the Housing 
Authority (Rice absent) to- 
gether with Atty Melvin J. Le- 
vine and Mrs. Barbara LaDow, 
clerk, attended the meeting at 
9 pm., and were with the Sel- 
ectmen for over half an hour. 
Chairman William Agreeable 
Smith did most of the talking, 
and offered, in the name of 
the Authority, to turn the 
project over to a Redevelop- 
ment Authority. Edward Sulli- 
van, newest member of the WHA 
spoke up to say he was in op- 
position to any such move. 
Smith told the Selectmen that 
he felt that the people of 
Wilmington had never had a 
fair chance to understand the 
proposed project, that the 
Special Town Meeting was 
‘packed’ with two factions 
that sought to have it killed, 
and that the benefits of Urban 
Renewal were still not under- 
stood by @ large part of the 
voters, 

He conceded that one of the 
underlying factors could have 
been hostility on the part of 
some people to the WHA members 
but still thought that enough 
time should have been allowed 
the WHA to make a clear ex- 
planation. 


Other boards, Smith pointed 
out, were allowed ample time 
to explain their projects in 
Town Meeting, and he cited the

Planning Board as an example. 

Chairman De Felice stated 
that the Selectmen were not 
running the Town Meeting, and 
had nothing to do with the 
actions of the meeting, as a 
board. 

Smith also spoke on the ‘cen- 
sored’ letter that the WHA had 
wanted to mail, the Friday be- 
fore the Town Meeting. He told 
the Selectmen that as things 
worked out, the discussion in 
the WA meeting lasted so long 
that it would have been im- 
possible to get the letter out 
and also stated that he agreed 
with the principal that the 
Selectmen had a right to cen- 
sor any material which was to 
be printed by town owned ma- 
chinery. 

Part of the blame was laid by 
Smith on Region 1, of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy, which insisted on a Town 
vote before the preliminary 
project work was completed, 
Work by the Victor Gruen Co, 
was not completed, and other 
work was cited as incomplete. 
Some payments are subject to 
negotiation, as was explained 
in a memorandum of @ meeting 
with a Mr. Halperin, of the 
HHFA Selectman De Felice read 
the memorandum out loud, dur- 
ing the meeting. 

James P Donahue, treasurer of 
the WHA told the Selectmen 
that he wasn’t able to cite 
final figures, but thought the 
final balance, in funds, for 
the Urban Renewal project 
would be very close to ‘on the 
line’, and not more than ‘$100 
in the red’. 


Sullivan, of the WHA, also 
spoke on the fact that ‘only 
one person could speak at the 
town meeting’ and about the 
censored letter. He did not 
agree with Smith’s feeling 
that the Selectmen had a right 
to ‘censor’, which lead John 
Brooks to make an explanation 
of his part in the events of 


that evening. 

ur. Brooks stated he had been 
called from a sickbed, and 
that he felt that no ‘contro- 
versial statements’ should be 
printed by town owned machi- 
nery. He cited several which 
Smith agreed were controver- 
sial. 

Brooks part, he pointed out, 
was that of a friend to the 
Urban Renewal project.

It’s lucky I blow 
off steam so easily or I'd pro 
bably have developed an ulcer 
by now. I’m one of those peo- 
ple who were gagged at the re- 
cent special Town Meeting. I 
learned more from the short 
statement made by Selectmen 
John Brooks than from any pre- 
viously published information. 
What did the vote defeating 
Urban Renewal do to us as a 
town? It showed us up as @ 
short-sighted group who were 
pressured to vote against our 
om best interests. Let’s face 
a few facts. If we had voted 
the right way we would have 
lost a total mmual tax income 
from all properties affected, 
of $18,000. To make up this 
deficit our taxes would have 


to be increased by spproxims- | 


]tely $1.00 per thousand of 


valuation, This seems to me an 
extremely small amount to pay 
in order to clean up our cent- 
er. We would also have had to 
float a bond issue of $275,000 
for approximately 15 to 17 
years, at an annual estimated 
cost in the neighborhood of 
$16,000 to $18,000. 

It has been stated that as 
soon as the land in the center 
area has been made ‘buildable’ 
the first building the develo- 
per would put up would have m 
approximate $300,000 to $400, 
000 valuation, which tax-wise 
would more than pay our annual 
total cost for financing this 
whole redevelopment, Cents- 
wise this is the classic ‘hav- 
ing your cake and eating it, 
too’. my additional building 
in the area would then be 
‘gravy’ insofar as broadening 
the tax base; thus tending to 
keep our taxes low while still 
building a reserve towards the 
proposed school expansions 
costs, 

No matter how you look at it 
from a taxpayers viewoint, 
this improved center is bound 
to attract the eye, and no 
doubt will also attract new 
industry to our area Let’s be 
farsighted, not nearsighted. I 
say, get rid of the eyesore we 
now have and reap the benefits 
of our new look.
